An officially recorded ■ tempera- 
ture of 100 degrees .Tuesday after- 
noon broke all heat records for the 
month of September in .Antioch 
Roy Kufalk, co-operative observer 
said. - ' ;,,.. ;. , 

It was the third time InvKufalk's,. 
13 years .of weather' recording that 
the mercury -has ever climbed to 
100. He said that in July ond Au- 
gust, 1941 temperatures of 100 end. 
101 were reached, but no such high 
.readings were recorded for Sep- 
tember, 

Tuesdays all-time high for this 
area was the eighth consecutive day 
in which the temperature reached 
92 degrees or higher.' . 

The -coldest for- August was 52 
degrees on the 19th and 20th. 

There were but 2.16 inches of 
rain in August. No rain fell after 
the early morning or Aug, 12, caus- 
ing, a drouth' that has_. badly dam- 
aged' what was' expected to be a 
good corn crop. 

You could just smell the corn 
cooking out in the fields," said Ku- 
falk, 

The dry weather will have the 
effect of shriveling up the kernels. 

Soybeans too are firing and. will 
likewise be badly damaged if. there 
isn't rain soon. -' 

While such Lake County vil- 
lages as Zion, LibertyviUe, Munde- 
lein and, Lake Bluff are so short 
of water that they have either had 
to limit or ban lawn sprinkling, 
Antioch has had a. good supply. 
Approached 10S Wednesday 

WedriesdayV temperature was 
99V& degrees, a half degree less than 
Tuesday's record of 100, but it will 
be recorded as 180 degrees never- 
theless, Kufalk said. 
1 Today Is expected, to.. be . much 
cooler end the end of .the'- extreme- 

Kufalk went. through his records 
yesterday, and confirmed the 101 
degree temperature --for July 2B, 
1941 arid.' the 100. degree tempera- 
ture of August that same year. 

In 1850 and 1951 the temperature 
never reached 90.

The board paid in excess of $5,000 
gasoline sales tax money to the Lib- 
erty Petroleum Co. for construction 
of Orchard st, which leaves 10. per 
cent to be paid when the state ac- 
cepts the finished product, then the 
village will 'pay the 'full amount.

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Commodore Perry's Railroad 

One century ago Commodore Perry of the United 
States Navy arrived at Japan with the mission of 
negotiating a' commercial treaty with that empire. 
With him, It has recently been revealed, went a 
jninlature railroad, something like the ones now 
found In amusement parks, which he presented to 
Japan's rulers. And this little railroad 'played a 
significant role in the treaty negotiations. For 
Perry used it as an outstanding example of pro- 
gressive American enterprise, and to demonstrate 
to the Japanese the advantages of trading with the 
United States. 

It was natural that Perry should have done this, 
At the time, the 'railroads were spreading out to 
nnd beyond the Mississippi, and opening the fron- 
tier to civilization. Perry himself had seen towns 
and cities and enterprises created as the railroads 
entered now territory and helped tame the wilder- 
ness. He foresaw, as well as anyone could in those 
days, how transportation by rail would peacefully 
revolutionize trie continent. 

The railroads ai today are a far cry from the 
primitive systems Perry knew. And their service 
to this nation is greater and more essential than it 
was then, even though the frontiers ate gone. Steel 
rails tie together every part of the country and every 
phase of industry with the most efficient, economi- 
cal and dependable transportation system the world 
knows. The little railroad that Perry took to Japan 
was a perfect symbol of American progresslveness 
and the American spirit.

A Lesson From East Germany 

The people of East Germany have experienced 
the oppression of dictatorship and a planned econ- 
omy. They have had only one right and that is to 
produce at the order of those in power. They know 
from bitter experience what private trade and inde- 
pendent unions mean. To them they mean the dif- 
ference between befng free men and slaves. 

The next .time you hear someone advocating 
govrnment ownership of industry, remember how 
desperately workers" in East Germany and elsewhere 
are struggling to return enterprise to private hands 
in order to bring back individual opportunity ami

The New York Times recently ran an interesting 
editorial on coal use and some of the problems the 
coal industry must deal with. 

The times pointed out that there have been drops 
in coal production, due to various causes.

"The coal people look forward* to a time when 

the demand for their favorite fuel will grow again— 
possibly in twenty-years or so— to twice'lts'Iast year's, 
level of 465,000,000 ( tons. Ingenuity, economic low' 
and psychology are all involved. In the end the. 
nation will need every ounce of energy it can get, 
atom or no atom."

The Newest Idea 

The Fairport, New York, Herald-Mall^ recently 
said: "Our country with its Idea, of individual liberty 
as stated in the Declaration of Independence* is still 
the newest Idea In the world . . . Many of us in our ' 
own country fail to understand fully the essence 
and the newness of. the American idea" 

Were our government to follow the example of
